Many of the congressmen have 


already had their genius in this direc- 
tion tr.-tfd upon the stump and know 
bo\\ to hold their own in the face of all 
comers It dues not always follow, how 
evei, that a statesman who is good in 
delwte v ill achieve fame by ottering a 
phrase that becomes popular. 


IV. £<> hack to tlie beginning of eon- 


gres.-iuii.il history is to discover many 
phrases uttered in congress which are 
still current. It waa as far back as 1880, 
for iustauee, that Felix Wtflker, a mem- 
ber of the North Carolina district which 
included Buncombe county, apologized 
for the emptiness of his remarks by 
stating that he had to make a speech 
"just fur Buncombe." This is a saying 
which has come down through the years 
its a byword. "Liberty and union, one 
and inseparable, now and forever," was 
uttered by Webster in bis famous reply 
to Hayiie. Lincoln's "with malice to- 
ward none and charity toward all" waa 
first heard in the halls of congress when 
his second inaugural address was read 
to the assembled representatives. 
In 


later years Senator Ingalis contributed a 
number of epigrammatic sentences, the 
best kutnvii of which perhaps was utter- 
ed iu his wordy duel with Senator 
Brown of Georgia. Tbe latter bad a 
habit of rubbing his bauds together as 
(he talked, and Ingalla, with bitter em- 
phasis, described him as "washing his 
hands with invisible soap in impercept- 
ible water." Another remark by In- 
gal was much quoted at tbe time. He 
jvaa discussing the oleomargarine bill 
and said regarding certain dairy prod- 
nets that ho stood "in awe at their 
strength aud reverence for their antiq- 
uity." In Proctor Knott's widely copied 
Doluth speech occurs that phrase, "the 
leuith city of tbe uncalled seas." a title 
which Dolnth has always proudly kept 


Blame aud Conkling, with all their 


greatness, left oo single phrase as a leg- 
^cy of their participation in congres- 
sional debates. "Burn these letters'' 
was often quoted after the Mulligan af- 
fair, but this sentence was not first ut- 
tered in congress. The famous debate 
between the two men, which estranged 
their whole lives, occurred in April, 
I860, over a very trivial matter—the 
continuance of the bureau of the provost 
marshal general It gave Elaine, how- 
ever, a cliai.ce to satirize Conkling in a 
jpi&gle seDtcyce. An article written by 
Theodore Til ton had appeared in which 
Conkling hiul been likened to Winter 
Davis. "The resemblance is great," ex- 
claimed Bkune, with pungent satire. 
"It is striking! Hyparion to a satyr, 
Thersites to Hercules, mud to marble, a 
dunghill to a diamond, a singed cat to 
a Bengal tiger, a whining puppy to a 
tearing lion." 


Another debate in which Conkling, 


then m the senate, was a conspicuous 
figure, resulted iu d sentence which has 
not been forgotten. Senator Lamarof 
Mississippi had resented a* a falsehood 
a chaigo cf broken faith made by Mr. 
Ccakling, and the latter retorted that 
Laniar was a coward, a blackguard and 
a liar. The Mississippi senator, who had 
never been accused of cowardice, looked 
over to his opponent and sarcastically 
apologized for his first remark. "It was 
one," he said, "such as no good man 
(would deserve and no brave man would 
wear." Then he waited for Conkling to 
reply, bet tlie New York senator WAV si- 
lent.

and gratifying showing. It furnishes 
convincing evidence that the clouds of 
depression have boen giving way and 
that a period of prosperity is developing 
in textile lines." 


The record referred to shows that 38 


new woolen mills have been established 
or projected and Marted iu the United 
States this y«*r as compared with 1? in 
the correspojidiui period of the last 
year of McKinbjisiu—an increase of 
100 per cent. 


Free wool seems to be a good thing 


for the woolen trade, for consumers and 
for the country generally.—St. Louis 
Republic. 


NEW TARIFF BENEFITS. 


Hi* Repeal of the McKIuley taw Saves 


•1.OOO.OOO.OOO a \re»r lu TUB*. 


In 1890 there were 355,401 industrial 


establishments iu this country which 
gave em ploy went to 4,711,832 at a cost 
to owners iu wages of fa. 282,823,205, 
«ays the Kansas City Times. Tne Mc- 
Kiutey law decreased the number of es- 
tablishments by about half aud the 
wages more than that. The probabili- 
Hea are that the day the new tariff law 
became operative there were 178,000 es- 
tablishments iu operation, which em- 
ployed 3,855,960 operatives at u cost in 
wages of, say, $11,000,000. 


One of the benefits of the new tariff 


law is the resumption of work in most 
of the idle fiiet^ies and shop* Iu the 
absence of actual statistics it maybe as- 
sumed that today there are 825,000 es- 
tablishments in operation, which em- 
ploy not less than 3,500,000 eiui>loyefd, 
at wages that aggregate $ 860,1 
Il(l1', 


which is a gain to the wage earner* in 
the manufacturing interests alone of 
$500,000. A gain of half that much has 
been effected iu other branches of en- 
deavor. 


The repeal of the McKinley law saved 


the country iu taxes to the amount of 
$1,000,000.000 a year. To this gain is 
added more than $1,750,000 a .mnith 
improvement in earnings, yet there are 
people who hope to delude the working- 
men of the country into the support of 


party which declares its intention to 


restore the McKialey law. A greater 
•bsurdity was never proposed, and the 
intelligent people of this country will 
resent the insult. 


CONCERNING THE GLASS TRUST. 


KeKialey Tariff taw Made It Fmaible. 


Low Duties Cat Trait Prices. 


The blindness of the average hi^h 


protectionist is shown in nothing more 
clearly than iu his treatment of the 
Glass trust "That despoiler of natural 
trade conditions continues its impudent 
existence," remarks one of these phi- 
losophers, and then he proceeds to ridi- 
cule the new tariff law because it has 
(ailed to draw tha *uux« of an odious 
trust. 


The McKinley bill duty on window 


glass was from 100 to 125 per cent, and 
under that law, with such a margin to 
work on, the trust was formed and in- 
trenched itself. The new law reduced 
the dnty to from 60 to 65 per cent, aud 
the trust just reduced the prices on glass 
to the extent of the reduction in duties. 
The new law wasn't able to destroy the 
trust, but it was able to force a reduc- 
tion in the price of glass to consumers 
of about 40 per cent. 


If there had beeu no McKinley .law, 


there would have beeu no Glass trust, 
and if the McKiulcy l»w hadn't beeu 
repealed the price of glass would still 
be what it was during the existence of 
that law. But tho continuance of the 
trust has served to show that the duty 
cut glass will stand another cut, and 
when the opportunity presents itself it 
will probably be made.— Kansas City 
Times.

Once 1 was on a " sound ' * 
boar going from New York to Fall River, 
tuul the mail at the dt»k gave mo a $5 
bill too much in chnwge when paying 
after supper. There was something of a 
crowd, but that mistake would have 
tuade itself evident to me in a mob. I 
dashed back and said, "You've made a 
mistake in my change. " 


"Cuu't help that, "said the lordly 


elwk. "We never m:tify mistakes here. " 
"Oh, you don't?" retorted the head of 
ihw paKy. "VVi-ll, it will cost yon some- 
thing this time, for you have given us 
$5 too much. But if you never rectify 
mistakes you are the loser for once. " •* 


It is foolish to dwell on the sequel, 


and I have forgotten it. I only remem- 
ber that the young man, pale and agi- 
tatad. danced in supplication around the 
unmoved figure of the stern admouisher 
for some minutes. I suppose he got his 
niuisey, and I daro s.iy tliere was no law 
upholding ouo in keeping it, but 1 hope, 
at this distance of time, he didn't.

not long ago, I was at a furnishing 


bhop in State street, Chicago, buying a 
tie.

The mortifica- 
tion of the salesman serving me was 
something to see. It did me good for a 
whole day. Scuding a counterfeit half 
dollar cheerfully and with promptitude 
io change and cepuiliating it on its re- 
turn the next uimute ! It was a aharp 
game and a little too sharp. 


Everybody who shops much knows 


that it is nest to impossible to get a 
"returned" article credited, or, indeed. 
called for. If you take two rugs on ap- 
proval — I meution rugs because you 
can't very well return them by hand — 
and state clearly aud plainly and over 
aud over the price of the one you have 
k*pt aud the one you wish returned, 
you are more likely than not to find 
both oa your bill tho next mouth, aud 
you are likely to find the rug day after 
day littering your hall unless you tele- 
phono twice a day and end by flouncing 
down yourself iu a rage and demanding 
its instant lemovaL Of course if it is 
kept long you are charged with it, any- 
way. 
The other night, when it was very 


hot, some friends of a lady in moderate 
circumstances diuitig with her suggest- 
ed a diive iu the park. One of the men 
telephoned for a landau, aud at the end 
of tho drivu paid for it. Tho next week 
the bill came in — to the lady. Now of 
course this was an accident. But why 
doesn't tho other accident ever happen? 
Why should thousands of bills come iu 
to bo paid twice, while by no oversight 
or bad management does a bill over got 
forgotten or over looked? Money getting, 
grasping, groody geuoritiou of shop- 
keepers! Business is business, if you 
like, but business need .not be a cut- 
throat, bloodthirsty system of demand- 
ing what is not due, need it?

As a guide to the prosperous 
conditions now apparent over the coun- 
try, these midsummer statistics are in- 
fallible, and there are no better signs of 
returning good times and that the occu- 
pation of the calamity howler i* now a 
memory.—Philadelphia Times. 


NO SIGNS OF RUIN IN WOOL. 


Removal of the Duty Ha* Fully Jut titled 


Cl*im» of Tariff Kpformen. 


The wool trade is growing with mar- 


velous rapidity. In u letter to Assistant 
Secretary Haiulin of the treasury de- 
partment at Washington, Mr. fc>. A. D. 
North, secretary of the National Assooi-. 
atiou of Wool Manufacturers of tho 
United States, after commenting on the 
increase in the value of wool. adds. 
"Wages in tho woolen and worsted in- 
dustry in the state of Rhode I»Ltnd will 
be increased from 7«^ to 12 percent 
this mouth." 


This is the second increasfl that hsw 


incurred in the wages of operatives in 
that section within the last 60 days. 
The other was from 10 to 15 per cent, 
and iu all cases the advance was volun- 
tary. Simultaneously with the first in- 
crease in Rhode Island, equal improve- 
ment was made in the wages of all oth- 
er New England woolen, worsted and 
cotton operatives. It is to behopt-d that 
the others will follow in this ause. 


Theee signs are not indicative of ruin 


either of the woolgrower or niannf actnr- 
ers. Oa the contrary, they show a bet- 
terment in all branches of the trade and 
justify the predictions of the tariff re- 
formers that the removal of the duty on 
wool would not only add to the value of 
the fleeces, but increase the business of 
the manufacturers. Those who labored 
to excite the fear of the woolgrowers 
have no doubt by this time discovered 
tho groundlessness of their fears, and 
the country is the better for tho change. 
—Kansas City Times. 


PROTECTION AND LABOR. 


High Tkrlffk H»T« No Effect on 


Except to Kednre Them. 


The American Protective Tariff league 


•Bends out from time to time blanks for 
the alleged purpose of obtaining replies 
from mannf aoturers of the average num- 
ber of persons employed and the wages 
paid by them, as to whether these have 
incre.tsed or decreased under different 
tariff conditions. Unless trade condi- 
tions entirely change, we think it will 
be shown that the wages paid during 
tho last six mouths of tho year 1890 and 
the number of persons employed in man- 
ufacturing industries are quite equal to 
tho rate of wages paid aud the number 
of hands employed in the last six mouths 
of 1891. 


In other words, after the two tariffs 


had been given a fair opportunity to es- 
tablish themselves, the conditions of 
wages under the low tariff would lie 
quite as favorable* us thobe under the 
high. In this way wo believe will be 
demonstrated what we have always 
maintained, that protection had no effect 
whatsoever upon wages, except that of 
indirectly diminishing thorn. The trou- 
ble with the statistics of the American 
Protective Tariff league is that ths y are 
prepared by interested individuals for ft 
purpfteo, and if such evidence as they 
obtain worked against this purpose, tho 
statistics would probably not appear. — 
Boston Herald.

HOW TO TEtU A BAD EGO. 


An Infallible French Method Which R«- 


qulrr* Ouly » Ll(;ht«-i| CMidlt*. 


When one calls for a fresh egg in a 


Parisian eating hou.ve, the chances are 
tln.t one will bo properly served. Not 
tlusr there aru sio bad i-ggd iu Paris as 
well as elhowhere, but there are certain 
iweu employed Ht tho contra! markets or 
halles who.se only duty is to sift the bad 
or doubtful eggs from the good ones. In 
ono of the cellars of the hallos one sees 
a man passing his hands rapidly before 
Jns eyes and iu front of u lighted candlo. 
Around him are baskets containing 
thousands of eggs. His duty is to sepa- 
rate the bad ones from the good, and he 
is remunerated at thu rate of 75 ceu- 
timeh, or If) rents, for 1,000 eggs. 


He accomplishes his work with ex- 


trai-rdinary dexterity. With one band 
ho takes three or four eggs and brings 
them to tbe exact position he wishes be- 
tween his eye and the lighted caudle as 
if by magic. For an egg to be good the 
part that appears black must be com- 
pletely detached from the part that ap- 
pears white. Iu other words, the yolk 
and the albumen must, through the 
tran -pai eiicy of the shell, be seen to bo 
quite separate. Tlie white looks as if it 
radiates about the central nucleus, and 
this nucleus is simply the embryo of a 
chicken, which being denser, floats in 
the liquid which nourishes it. When 
thero is confnbiou between tho trans- 
parent and tho obscure part, tho egg is 
doubtful. 


To sort pgga out quickly requires a 


long experieuco. Tho selection of winter 
provisions is an especially delicate task. 
Iu addition to reporting on the freshness 
of eggs tlie'.o operators in tho central 
markets also examine tho size of eggs. 
Thoso that pass through a certain sized 
ring are put on ono side as too small 
The employee separates eggs merely by 
touching them. As the French markets 
ore flooded with the produce of tiny Ital- 
ian chickens, tlie task is often a very 
long one.

TEH MONTHS OF FREE WOOL. 


The quantity of wool imported 


during tbe fiscal year ending June 30 
last was 206,133,906 pounds, of which 
14,307,663 was dutiable, as tbe new 
act did not go into effect until about 
two months after the beginning of 
the fiscal year. Tbe total amount 
imported tbe year before was 55,152,- 
553. The total last year, therefore, 
was not much less than four times 
tbe total for the year before. 


But It would be very misleading to 


confine the comparison of last year 
to tbe year before. It was well un- 
derstood that free wool would in all 
probability be a prominent feature of 
tbe revised tariff and therefore im- 
portation was very light during the 
fiscal year 1894. Following is a com- 
parison of totals for ten years:

Striken Turned the Table*. 


A year ago the sweatshop clothing 


makers of New York and its vicinity 
struck against working 15 to 16 hours a 
day- 
They had bad no organization pre- 


viously, but now they formed one, 
which they called the United Brother- 
hood of Garment Workers. The sym- 
pathy of the public was with these 
downtrodden buin&u beings, and through 
that and their newly formed union they 
gained their point. Their hours of labor 
were shortened to t«u, and they had liv- 
ing wages. Their employers were most- 
ly the men who take large quantities of 
clothing on contract and hire the sweat- 
shop workers to make it. These employ- 
ing contractors signed an agreement that 
they would abide by the ten hour ar- 
rangement for owe year. Tbe year drew 
to a close, and the branch of ouatmaken, 
now thoroughly organized, united its on* 
wan, struck again. There «*ere lu.yoO 
of them. They saw, or believed they 
saw, that at the end of the year the con- 
tractors would endeavor to force them 
back to the old long boon again. 


Tbe strikers bad as leader M*ye* 


Schoeufeld, a young Hungarian Hebrew 
of great intelligence, eartesmess and 
physical power besides. He uppoeed 
striken, but when h« saw this one com- 
ing he determined that it should win 
and that it should count for something 
when it did win. He held his orgumza 
tion together and waited for the con- 
tractors to come to terms. Tho cou 
tractors' organization, called the Cloth- 
ing Manufacturers' association, asked 
for a conference with the striker*' ex- 
ecutive committee. It was refused. The 
strikers were iwsolved that they would 
not only secure the shortened hours of 
labor fur next year and all years, but 
that they would likewise abolish at one 
blow and forever the tenement boose 
sweatshop system. They declared offi- 
cially that they would have no dealings 
with the contractors' association, but 
would deal with individual members of.

«h«* employers 


have been in the habit of using to strik- 
ing employees. Tbe contractors were 
therefore obliged to appear individually 
before tbe strikers' committee and sign 
bonds for their good behavior another 
year. One condition to which they 
bound themselves wtu that they v» ould 
not have clothing made in any building 
in which people live. This does away 
once for all with sweatshop business. 
Henceforth suitable factories must be 
provided. Small contractor, who could 
not afford a factory gave up their busi- 
ness and joined the workers

Tlns«» d<«ois ure natu- 
rally more, e.sji^usive, because they are 
niotu tnmbk- to make. So the ventured 
floor is iiuiru durable, though a very ex- 
cellt-ut floor may be laid in hard wood 
Seven-eighths thick over a rough floor 
of pine, providing the wood has been 
properly afc-a-som-d. 
Or a thiuiiex floor 


may lie laid over a perfectly level floor 
of pi lie. 


Builders recommend quartered white 


oak as the vury l>est material for floors. 
This is a western wood and costs about 
$100 a 1.0UO f.-vt in this state. 
Maple 


and birch, which nro iimch cheaper 
wo*>ds, also make excellent floors. Na- 
tive birch, which may be bought in this 
state as low as $-10 a 1,000 feet, is u 
wry hard, smooth wood, alid wakes a 
very durable kitch.-u limn which does 
not sliver up like Georgia piue. Narrow 
boards, lueasnruiK about two Inches or 
le,>>s laid, make u mast dev>in>l>lti floor. 
The Kkillfulcarpt^ter matches bis joints 
with faultless precision, planes and 
sc-rapes his floor and polishes it dowu 
with hard wo. xl shavings ;»ftt-r it isliiid, 
as well as finishing it before. When this 
is properly done, hardly a joint is visi- 
ble, and it is then ready to be filled. 


It is this pnx-esa that in po ofteJi ne.g- 


lect«d and upon which so much depeuds. 
It riiould be a thoroughly trustworthy 
wood hller, purchase<l from a dealer 
whose name is a guarantee for his goods. 
Thej»o tillers UMially cumo by the pound, 
often in pastii form, and may be thinned 
to a proper cou.si.sti'iicy with tnrjX'ntiue. 
It is applied to the wood with a brush, 
and all that remain* on the surface ia 
polished off with hardwood shavings or 
excelsior. This filler is allowed to dry 
about 1 a hours, v lieu a coat of wax is 
applied, or of prepared oil if yon prefer 
it. Where oil is n-ed it should be thinned 
with a certain amount of "drier. " 


Tim best \\ax is a preparation of tur- 


pentine. and beet-wax, properly melted 
together, and la kept l>\ all dealers iu 
parquetry floors. The chief mi.ituke that 
amateurs make is to apply this was too 
gyuerously. 
An expert iu this matter 


says that a pound of was ought to covor 
800 feet uf. surface. 
After the wax is 


applied aud rubbed iu with a weighted 
brush it nhonld be allowed to stand for 
ft while aud a second coat applied before 
the floor is used. 


A great many Americ.au families at- 


tempt to take care of a hardwood flow 
without a buihii 
Tins is a waste of 


much hiboiioiii- energy. 
The work can 


be accomplished by the use of a brick 
wrapped iu flannel and theu in cottou, 
but it cannot bo properly accomplished 
except by a strong man, while au ordi- 
nary servant can readily wield the 23 
pound brush, which sells iu our shops at 
from $3. 50 to $4 and w ith care will last 
many years. 
It should be pa.«>'d first 


across the gram of the wood. Then the 
floor should bo vigorously polished with 
the grain of the wood. 


Finally a piece of old carpet is laid 


down and the floor is polished uuiler 
this. 
A properly cared for floor should 


bo polished with the brash once a week. 
It should not bo rewaxed ofteuer than 
once a month or once in two or three 
months, according to the amount of 
wear ou it. 
Atter a certain period of 


time it may be necessary to scrape the 
floor aud apply some kind of restorer, 
though this should be hardly required 
unless the floor has lx.'ou improperly 
dressed. 


Of course the best way of polishing 


such a floor is in the foreign fashion, 
with a brush attached to one foot of a 
robust man, who goes skating about 
until the surface gleams like marble. 
But this method is not often possible iu 
this country except in those households 
where there are foreign mensenranta.— 
New York Tribune.
